A small area, such as six

dominating the typical small 
urban or suburban lot. A 
small plot may also be a 
good choice for people who 
do not have the extra time 
required to maintain a large 
area. 
The plot should be in a 
sunny, well-drained location. 
High-density crops such as 
carrots, lettuce, 
radishes, 
bell peppers, tomatoes and 
onions are excellent choices 
for a small garden plot. 
Edging vegetable plan­ 
tings 
with 
construction 
material such as pressure 
treated pine, cedar, redwood 
or railroad ties to reduce 
weeding and provide better 
draining and a neater ap­ 
pearance There is no reason 
to screen a vegetable garden 
from view if it is kept neat 
and attractive. 
Good landscape designs 
reflect the interest and 


hobbies of homeowners, and 
vegetables are a source of 
pride and interest to many 
people. 
lf you do not want to 
prepare a special area for 
vegetables, consider bor­ 
dering existing planting 
areas with lettuce, carrots, 
radishes or other leafy green 
vegetables. Chain link or 
other open weave wire 
fences provide excellent 
support for pole beans, 
cucumbers, 
small 
melons 
and squash. 
A row of okra can provide 
quick sum m er screening 
while producing fare for the 
table and freezer. 
Dwarf 
tomatoes provide handsome 
container specimens for the 
porch, desk or terrace, and 
it’s easy to work an egg 
plant, several peppers and a 
short row of shallots into 
existing landscape plan­ 


tings.

Lawn Renovation 
Is Recommended 


BY JACK LAIR 
Area Agronom ist 
Spring fever and lawn care 
are alm ost 
synonymous 
since they come at the same 
time of the year. This is the 
time to renovate old lawns. 


The more vigorous the 
renovation, the better the 
lawn. Renovations cuts down 
on the incidence of disease 
by aerifying the grass roots. 
There are manual ways to do 
this renovation as well as 
sophisticated 
mechanical 
means.

The lawn 
mowed 
as 
needs to be 
closely 
as 
possible. Then a vigorous 
raking will loosen the soil 
allowing air into the surface. 


All the debris should be 
removed. 
Other methods would be 
the use of a verticut machine 
or an aerifier. The verticut 
machine vertically cuts the 
old growth as low as you 
desire. 
The aerifier 
per­ 
forates the soil with spoons 
or hollow tines and lays the 
plugs on top of the ground. 
Here again, it would be 
beneficial to remove the 
debris. 
In the event the grass is 
primarily St. Augustine, the 
verticut machine should cut 
no lower than the stolons. If 
the stolons are removed, the 
St. Augustine will have a 
very 
difficult 
time 
regrowing satisfactorily. 


Through the efforts of the 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
Agricultural 
Experimental 
and Extension Station in 
Renner, along with Collin 
County Extension Agent 
James Risinger, a monthly 
“checklist” of things to do in 
garden and lawn care has 
been m ade available to 
readers of the Daily Star- 
Courier. 
The checklist for this 
month is as follows: 
Plant 
Hardy vegetable crops 
such as lettuce, cabbage, 
b ro cco li, 
cauliflower, 
Brussels sprouts, onions, 
potatoes and turnips should 
be planted at once. 
Tender crops such as

Use high phosphorus 
fertilizers as you plant new 
trees and shrubs.
